Education. Report 
correctly identifies most 
areas of concern, but 
includes mostly broad 
recommendations for 
change, says consultant 


A consultant based in Halifax 
says the new report on the 
provincial education system 
is “damning,” but questions 
whether it will lead to any sig¬ 
nificant change. 

“It’s a damning report on 
the state of education, but... I 
think we may find out the rhet- 
oric’s a bit overheated,” Paul 
Bennett of Schoolhouse Con¬ 
sulting said Thursday. 

The report, “Disrupting the 
Status Quo,” is based on more 
than 19,000 online surveys 
and another 50,000 written 
responses submitted over nine 
months. It suggests half of re¬ 
spondents aren’t satisfied with 
the current system and makes 
recommendations in seven 
areas ranging from curriculum 
improvements to improving 
teacher performance and stu¬ 


dent health. 

Like the Ivany report on eco¬ 
nomics, Bennett said the edu¬ 
cation report raises the alarm 
in several areas, including a 
lack of proper evaluation and 
appraisal of teachers, and the 
failure of the school system to 
prepare students for work or 
university. 

Bennett said he doubts the 
education report will do more 
than generate a lot of talk. 

“The recommendations are 
very broad,” he said. “When 
the minister (of education) said 
they were taking a holistic ap¬ 
proach to the changes, that 
often means ... their action 
plan will be so dispersed that 
it won’t have any major effect.” 

Halifax Regional School 
Board chair Gin Yee said the 
board would discuss the report, 
but didn’t want to comment on 
any particular aspect of it. 

“We... need to take our time 
to review the document, but 
also keep in mind these are just 
recommendations,” he said. 
“We hope we’ll be consulted ... 
about the implementation.”

Mainland Common should be 
going to the dogs, meeting hears

It seems that size matters 
when it comes to off-leash 
dog parks. 

That’s what many resi¬ 
dents said at a public meeting 
Thursday evening where they 
heard about the possibility 
of commissioning an area on 
the Mainland Common as a 
new off-leash dog park. 

More than 50 residents 
gathered at the Halifax 
Forum to discuss the suit¬ 
ability of the site and provide 
feedback to the city’s parks 
and recreation staff. 

The proposed site, a 
fenced-in grassy area on the 
southwest side of the Com¬ 
mon, is currently used as a 
warm-up area for the adja¬ 
cent sports field. Phasing in 
a second wooded area nearby 
has also been proposed. 

The total size of the new 
park would be about two- 
and-a-half acres. However, 
the sports field next to the 
site plans to expand, which 
many people felt was a “deal- 
breaker.” 

“I think that decision 
needs to be made before we 
can decide that’s our park,” 
said Sabrina Giddings, who 


was otherwise pleased with 
the new site. 

“If that expansion is going 
to happen, we need to find a 
new location.” 


Many other residents, 
such as Kristin Ross, voiced 
concerns over the process of 
commissioning the off-leash 
park in phases and felt the 


city should make a firm com¬ 
mitment. 

“Settling for Phase 1 and 
then who knows whether 
Phase 2 will happen gets us

Peter Bigelow, manager of 
open-space planning at parks 
and recreation, said the pur¬ 
pose of Thursday’s meeting 
was for staff to collect feed¬ 
back from residents to make 
a recommendation to council 
over whether to commission 
the site. 

The search for a new off- 
leash dog park began after 
council voted in June to de¬ 
commission the Africville dog 
park once a suitable site was 
found by the end of the year. 

At first, staff suggested 
moving the off-leash park to 
an area east of Africville, near 
the MacKay Bridge, but that 
was nixed after the public re¬ 
sponse was overwhelmingly 
negative 

Bigelow said the Mainland 
Common was then selected 
because it fulfils a number 
of criteria required for an 
off-leash dog park, such as its 
proximity to nature and its 
accessibility by roadway.

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Education review 
calls for change 


Schools. One 

suggestion is to fire 

underperforming 

teachers 


School boards in Nova Scotia 
should have the authority to 
fire teachers for substandard 
performance and students 
should spend more time in 
the classroom, says a review 
that gives the province’s edu¬ 
cation system a failing grade. 

A report released Thurs¬ 
day makes 30 recommenda¬ 
tions calling for improve¬ 
ments in seven key areas 
including curriculum, teach¬ 
ing and the structure of the 
school system. 

Former lieutenant-gov¬ 
ernor Myra Freeman, who led 
the six-member panel that 
examined the school system, 


said half of the 19,000 people 
who took online surveys as 
part of a public consultation 
process were dissatisfied. 

“The results are not ac¬ 
ceptable,” said Freeman. 
“They voiced a large number 
of concerns about an educa¬ 
tion that has changed veiy 
little in the last 50 years.” 

The 60-page report recom¬ 
mends better alignment be¬ 
tween a teacher’s qualifica¬ 
tions and what they teach as 
well as mandatory perform¬ 
ance appraisals. 

As part of that appraisal 
system the report says school 
boards should be given the 
power to dismiss teachers 
who underperform. 

Education Minister Karen 
Casey said some of the chan¬ 
ges would likely clash with 
the collective agreement 
with the teachers’ union. 
She said that may be espe¬ 


cially true when it comes to 
the hiring of new teachers 
and ensuring they instruct in 
their areas of expertise while 
other, more senior teachers 
are still employed. 

“There is a seniority 
clause and that often inhibits 
or limits the ability to have 
that outcome realized,” said 
Casey. 

She said she plans to meet 
with the union’s leadership 
next week to discuss the re¬ 
port. 

Shelley Morse, the 
president of the Nova Scotia 
Teachers’ Union, said chan¬ 
ges concerning seniority 
provisions of the collective 
agreement would have to be 
negotiated and wouldn’t be 
given up voluntarily. 

“It’s in our contract, so I 
can’t speak about what we 
would do with articles in 
our contract until we are at 


the negotiating table,” said 
Morse. 

She said it was too early to 
say what the recommended 
changes may mean for issues 
such as performance. But she 
was against a recommen¬ 
dation that says removing 
principals, superintendents 
and other supervisory staff 
from the union should be 
considered. 

“That would be some¬ 
thing that would not please 
me. We have run on a col¬ 
legial model for a number 
of years and that has always 
worked well.”

More credits for high schoolers suggested 


The education report released 
Thursday also recommends a 
redesign of the early elemen¬ 
tal curriculum to focus pri¬ 
marily on math and literacy 
skills and says gaps must be ad¬ 
dressed at the junior and sen¬ 
ior high school levels in areas 
such as science, technology, 
math and financial literacy. 

It says the number of cred¬ 
its required for graduation 
from high school should be in¬ 
creased from 18 to 21 and the 
number of free periods should 


be reduced to a maximum of 
three in Grades 11 and 12. 

Myra Freeman, who led 
the panel, said there was fit- 
tie feedback from the public 
on the question of how long 
school days should be, but the 
recommendation increasing 
the number of credits required 
while decreasing students’ free 
time would see them spending 
more time in class. 

The report also says the 
system of inclusion for stu¬ 
dents with special needs isn’t 


working and there needs to 
be broader support for resour¬ 
ces already in place as well as 
more highly qualified special¬ 
ist teachers to assist where ap¬ 
propriate. 

Education Minister Karen 
Casey said further consulta¬ 
tions will be held with teach¬ 
ers, parents, school boards and 
other groups involved in the 
school system before issuing 
the government’s formal re¬ 
sponse in Januaiy.

Senior sales supervisor for 
the province Ken McCormick 
helped launch the growler 
station at the Moosehead 
Cold Beer Store in Dartmouth 
on Thursday, where people 
can now buy a 1.9-litre jug for 
$10 and choose one of four 
taps of draft for another $10 
or $12. 

Once you have the growl¬ 
er, McCormick said you rinse 
and return to the store to fill

up, from then on only paying 
the beer cost. 

“The entire beer market is 
shifting. People want differ¬ 
ent experiences, people want 
different flavours,” McCor¬ 
mick said. 

He said Moosehead cur¬ 
rently sells a lot of large kegs 
for “home consumers” but 
although they’re convenient 
for a wedding or large party, 
they’re not ideal for the aver¬ 
age draft fan. 

Moosehead’s newest Hop 
Bot brew, a 7.1 per cent “West 
Coast-style IPA,” was featured 
for the first time in draft 
form Thursday, although Mc¬ 


Cormick said it has been in 
liquor stores for a few weeks. 
“Eveiy brewmaster is kind 


of a mad scientist and they 
like to get their own kitchen 
recipes going,” McCormick 


said. 

The Cold Beer Store is the 
only location in the province 


for Moosehead fans to fill up 
their growlers, McCormick 
said, since it is the “flagship” 
location that has been open 
since 1986. 

Chris Hunter, Cold Beer 
Store manager, said a growl¬ 
er is a different experience 
than bottled beer since draft 
is “fresher” and the reusable 
jug is better for the environ¬ 
ment. 

McCormick said the growl¬ 
ers themselves were “not a 
big investment” and Hunter 
said they should “break even” 
shortly since they’ve been let¬ 
ting people know about the 
new option over the last few 
weeks. 

“Beer lends itself veiy well 
to food ... to a social occa¬ 
sion,” McCormick said. “It is 
designed to be shared, it is de¬ 
signed to be consumed basic¬ 
ally in one sitting. 

“You don’t always have 
to go wine,” he said with a 
laugh.

Students and scientists say re¬ 
search at a new, state-of-the-art 
laboratory at Dalhousie Univer¬ 
sity is going along swimmingly 

On Thursday, the school 
unveiled its new $ 1.8-million 
zebrafish lab and CORES (Cen¬ 
tralized Operation of Research 
Equipment and Support) facil¬ 
ity, located at the Life Sciences 
Research Institute building. 

The new 4,000-square-foot 
facility features a molecular 
lab and a number of small 
rooms that are used to conduct 
tissue and cell experiments. It 
also has the capacity to hold 
upwards of 65,000 zebrafish 
at one time, and was custom 
designed by lab workers to suit 
their specific research needs. 

Dr. Jason Berman is the 


director of the aptly named 
Berman Fish Laboratoiy, a spe¬ 
cialist in pediatrics and oncol¬ 
ogy at the IWK Health Centre, 
and an associate professor in 
microbiology and pathology at 
Dalhousie. 

He said the new facility is 
one of the largest labs of its 
kind in Canada, and believes it 
can transform “Halifax into the 
national centre for zebra re¬ 
search and disease modelling.” 

“Zebrafish, which is some¬ 
what humbling, are veiy gen¬ 
etically similar to people,” Ber¬ 
man explained Thursday. 

In fact, he said zebrafish 
have a much more straight¬ 
forward genetic makeup and 
development pattern than hu¬ 
mans do, which makes them 
ideal for research into how 
diseases spread, particularly 
cancer. 

Because zebrafish are also 
a transparent grey colour, Ber¬ 
man said researchers can lit¬ 
erally watch how diseased cells

Besides cancer research, 
the new zebrafish lab also 
conducts research on rare 
diseases, neuroscience and 
behaviour patterns. 


spread through a body through 
a microscope. Compared to 
mice, he also said zebrafish 
are considerably less expensive 
and can produce up to 2,000 
embiyos each week. 

Gretchen Wagner is a 
graduate of biology from Dal¬ 
housie and now works as the 
head technician in the fish 
rooms. 

She said one of the main 
experiments carried out is 
what’s called xenotransplanta¬ 
tion, where cancer cells are col¬ 
lected from a human patient, 
labelled with a fluorescent 
dye, then infused into the fish 
in order to study what types 


of drugs are most effective for 
treatment. 

The ultimate goal, Ber¬ 
man said, is to bring cancer 
researchers one step closer to 


finding a cure. 

“We can screen large num¬ 
bers of zebrafish with many 
compounds very quickly, 
much for efficiently than we 


could in mice or other animal 
models in order to find treat¬ 
ments that restore normal de¬ 
velopment,” he said.

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Housing market 
going soft: CMHC 


Report. Agency's 
market analyst says 
Halifax homeowners 
of the early 2000s are 
choosing to downsize 
to apartments 


An aging population is getting 
some of the blame for projec¬ 
tions that housing demand will 
slump in Halifax in 2015 and 
rebound only slightly in 2016. 

The latest report from the 
Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation (CMHC) released 
Thursday suggests demand for 
single-family homes fell in 2014 
and will be well below normal 
in 2015, though apartment con¬ 
struction, sales and rentals are 
on the upswing. 

“We see the direct link be¬ 
tween people exiting home 
ownership — empty nesters, 
single-person households — 
and moving into an apart¬ 
ment,” said CMHC Atlantic

Business Centre senior mar¬ 
ket analyst Guillaume Neault. 
“This explains partially why 
apartment units have been so 
popular.” 

Neault said the Halifax 
market experienced a boom 
from 2003 to 2007, when sales 
volume and price growth were 
above average. From 2008 to 
2012, growth slowed to just 
above inflation, and he said it 
will be in line with inflation 
this year. 

“The hypothesis is that indi¬ 
viduals who were homeowners 
in the early 2000s were able to 
make some good gains on the 
value of their real estate,” he 
said. “Today for them it could 
be a better decision, financially, 
to sell their home and move 


into an apartment.” 

Similar trends were noted 
recently during a meeting of 
Halifax regional council’s com¬ 
mittee of the whole. Finance 
manager Bruce Fisher, provid¬ 
ing an overview of the city’s 
finances to kick off budget 
deliberations, told council resi¬ 
dential construction was in de¬ 
cline. 

“Normally you see about 
2,000 to 3,000 new homes a 
year,” he said. “We expect to be 
at the lower end of that, and we 
expect most of those homes to 
be concentrated in multi-unit 
homes as opposed to single¬ 
family homes.” 

Neault said Halifax is also 
suffering from an excess in- 
ventoiy of newly built unsold 
homes, which in turn can be 
blamed on a stalled economy. 

“In Halifax especially over 
the past four or five years, we 
have seen veiy little employ¬ 
ment growth,” he said. “So this 
becomes somewhat challen¬ 
ging to have a vibrant housing

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Amherst. N.S. town may 
accept treated wastewater 
from oil, gas explorations 


Debert facility 


Amherst’s new police 
station to cost about $3M 



Amherst has entered into ne¬ 
gotiations with Atlantic Indus¬ 
trial Services to accept treated 
wastewater from its treatment 
facility in Debert for disposal 
in the town’s new $13-mil- 
lion wastewater facility on the 
marsh. 

The treated water is from 
the oil and gas exploration that 
took place in 2007 and 2008 in 
Kennetcook. 

“It’s fair to say that the ac¬ 
ceptance of this product by 
municipally owned facilities 
in Nova Scotia has been some 
what controversial. It’s import¬ 
ant to note that with the re 
verse osmosis process another 
significant layer of process has 
been added to that which was 
the case when other munici¬ 
palities declined to accept the 
product,” Amherst chief admin¬ 
istrative officer Greg Herrett 
told town council Thursday. 

“We are confident that we 
have taken a businesslike ap¬ 
proach to consideration of this 
significant opportunity for the 
Town of Amherst. It has been 
considered from a technical, fi¬ 
nancial and legal point of view. 


The water is to be treated 
for naturally occurring 
radioactive materials and 
put through reverse osmosis 
at the Debert facility. The 
treated wastewater meets 
Canadian Council of Environ¬ 
ment Ministers and Health 
Canada guidelines for 
release into fresh water and 
meets the requirements for 
discharge in the town waste- 
water discharge bylaw. 


• Herrett said the water 
the town accepts will 
meet Health Canada 
Drinking Water Quality 
Guidelines. 


We have engaged experts in 
each of these fields to provide 
advice.” 

After considering all aspects 
of what he calls a significant 
revenue opportunity, Herrett 
said staff is recommending 
council approve a letter of in¬ 
tent.

Occupancy expected 
August 2015 . Council 
moving ahead 
despite concerns over 
regionalization 


After several years of discussion 
Amherst has decided to spend 
$2.87 milhon to build a new 
police facility on the site of the 
former Royal Canadian Legion 
building on Princess Street. 

Council voted during a 
special session on Thursday to 
award the tender to Maritech 
Construction to build the new 
facility that will replace the 
building the department had to 
abandon in August 2012 after 
a fire next door destroyed the 
Windsor and Black Block build¬ 
ings. 

The department has been 
working out of temporary quar¬ 
ters on the second floor of the 
Four Fathers Memorial Library 
since then. 

“People talk about it being 


a new facility for the police de¬ 
partment, but it’s a new facility 
that will serve the town,” Chief 
Ian Naylor said after council 
voted 6-1 in favour of awarding 


the contract. 

Maritech and ADI Atlantic 
Ltd. were the two firms that bid 
on the project. Tenders for the 
design and build of the facility 


closed on Sept. 24 and were 
evaluated with Maritech, an 
Amherst firm, scoring 98 out 
of 100. 

The cost of the facility will 
be covered by the $550,000 in¬ 
surance settlement from the 
previous police facility with 
the remainder coming through 
borrowing. 

Amherst Mayor Rob Small 
said no one can predict where 
regionalization will go, and 
while no one can predict how 
Amherst will be affected by it, 
he said the town will continue 
to need a police force. 

“With the current polit¬ 
ical and economic climate in 
Nova Scotia no municipality 
can say they are immune to 
this discussion. Even in such 
a circumstance, though, Am¬ 
herst would still require a 
police force that takes a pro¬ 
active approach to policing 
our town.” 

Construction will begin 
in early December with oc¬ 
cupancy expected by August

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CBC execs mum on Ghomeshi 



Staying silent. How 

much did they know? 
Head honchos refuse 
to speak publicly about 
allegations of violence 


Top brass at the CBC are si¬ 
lent on what they knew, and 
when, about allegations of vio¬ 
lence and sexual harassment 
against disgraced radio host 
Jian Ghomeshi. 

President Hubert Lacroix, 
executive vice-president of 
English services Heather Con¬ 
way and head of radio Chris 
Boyce did not return multiple 
requests for comment on 
Thursday, the same day the 
CBC told staff it was hiring an 
external firm to investigate 
allegations against Ghomeshi 
within the firm and offering 
counselling. 

“Given that these matters 
are now before the courts 
and the grievance arbitration 
process, we will be limited in 
our communications,” CBC 
spokesman Chuck Thompson 
said in an email to Torstar 
News Service. 

“We look forward to the op¬ 
portunity to fully disclose the 
facts of these matters. We are 


extremely confident that CBC 
will be seen to have acted veiy 
quickly when we concluded 
that we could not continue 
our employment relationship 
with Jian Ghomeshi.... We 
believe that the information 
will demonstrate that the CBC 
acted as a prudent and respon¬ 
sible employer.” 

While CBC executives have 
not spoken publicly, they are 
communicating with staff 
about the Ghomeshi allega¬ 
tions. In a memo announcing 
the third-party investigation 
and counselling, Conway 
called Torstar and CBC reports 
“extremely disturbing and of 
great concern to all of us.” 

She praised the “profession¬ 
alism” of staff and reminded 
them that while they are not 
prevented from responding 
to reporters’ questions, they 
should not feel obligated. 

It isn’t just current CBC 
managers staying mum. Kirs- 
tine Stewart, in charge of 
English services from 2011 to 
2013 and now a VP at Twitter, 
told Torstar in a tweet to con¬ 
tact the site’s PR department, 
which did not return a request 
for comment. 

Former CBC president Rob¬ 
ert Rabinovitch, at the CBC 
helm from 1999 to 2007, and 
Denise Donlon, head of radio

The union representing CBC 
employees is also keeping 
a tight lid on information, 
after it announced Wednes¬ 
day that one CBC employee 
who spoke with Torstar did 
not report her allegations 
to a union representative, 
but rather a colleague who 
was a union volunteer.

Two charged in $3M 
credit card scam 

A Toronto man and woman 
are facing multiple charges 
in connection with an al¬ 
leged credit card fraud that 
stretched over three years 
and amounted to more than 
$3 million.

Max. sentence sought for Bourque 


Justin Bourque’s killing of three 
Mounties has been described in 
court as one of the worst crimes 
in Canadian history, prompting 
recommendations from Crown 
and defence lawyers for the 
harshest sentence in more than 
50 years. 

Judge David Smith, chief 
justice of the Court of Queen’s 
Bench in New Brunswick, is 
scheduled to sentence the 
24-year-old Friday, four months 
after Bourque used a semi-auto¬ 
matic rifle to fatally shoot three 
officers and wound two others 
in Moncton’s north end. 

Bourque pleaded guilty in 
August to three counts of first- 
degree murder and two counts 
of attempted murder. 

The Crown is seeking the 
maximum sentence — 75 years 
without eligibility to apply for 
parole — under a section of the 
Criminal Code that was amend¬ 
ed in 2011. 

Prior to that, Bourque 
would have been handed an 
automatic life sentence with no 
chance at parole for 25 years, 
the mandatoiy penalty for one 
or more convictions of first-de¬ 
gree murder.

The judge in Bourque’s case 
is not bound by the recom¬ 
mendations from the Crown 
and defence, said Carissima 
Mathen, a law professor at 
the University of Ottawa.

splitting for families with kids 
under 18 — a 2011 multibillion- 
dollar Conservative election 
promise critics believe benefits 
too few Canadians. 

Addressing the concern, the 
Conservatives’ plan to boost 
the universal child-care bene¬ 
fit — $160 a month for kids 
under six, up from $100, plus a 
new monthly benefit of $60 for 
children aged six through 17, 
effective in 2015.

Jakarta. Jailed ex-Calgary 
teacher becoming fearful 
as prosecution prepares to 
lay charges against him 


Neil Bantleman said Thurs¬ 
day from his Jakarta cell 
that he fears for his safety 
as Indonesian prosecutors 
prepare to lay sexual abuse 
charges against the former 
Calgary teacher. 

“I would like to ask the 
government to assist me in 
anyway possible as I have 
little confidence in the ju¬ 
dicial system here and am 
very concerned about re¬ 
ceiving a fair trial,” he wrote 
in a message to Metro. 

On Wednesday, his broth¬ 
er Guy Bantleman told re¬ 
porters he’s learned a case 
police have said they’re 
building against Neil has 
been turned over to pros¬ 
ecutors and it’s likely char¬ 
ges would be laid by week’s 
end. 

Neil has adamantly de¬ 
nied accusations that he sex¬ 
ually abused kindergarten- 
aged children at the Jakarta 
International School, where 
he and his wife, Tracy, work. 
Both he and another teacher 
taken into custody at the 
same time in July have re¬ 
ceived support from thou¬ 
sands around the world. 

Fears have also emerged 
that Neil will be trans¬ 
ferred from a minimum- 
security cell in Jakarta to a 
maximum-security site that 
his brother has said will be 
filled with gangsters, rapists 
and murderers. 

Neil said in his messages 
he hadn’t received formal 
word of a transfer, but fears 
the nature of the charges 
against him could make him 
a target. 

“I am very concerned 
for my safety as we enter 
a new jail with horrible al¬ 
legations placed against us,” 
he said, referring to himself 
and fellow teacher Ferdi¬ 
nand Tijong. 

His brother, meanwhile,

has lobbied hard for assist¬ 
ance from Canada’s Depart¬ 
ment of Foreign Affairs offi¬ 
cials but said he’s had little 
success. 

Caitlin Workman, a

Nurse defies Ebola quarantine 


Maine. Kaci Hickox, 
who spent time treating 
patients in Sierra Leone, 
was the first forced into 
New Jersey’s mandatory 
quarantine 


A nurse who vowed to defy 
Maine’s voluntaiy quarantine 
for health-care workers who 
treated Ebola patients followed 
through on her promise Thurs¬ 
day, leaving her home for an 
hour-long bike ride. 

Kaci Hickox and her boy¬ 
friend stepped out of their 
home Thursday morning and 
rode away on mountain bikes, 
followed by a state police cruis¬ 
er. 

It was the second time Hick¬ 
ox broke quarantine. She left 
her home Wednesday evening 
briefly to speak to reporters, 
even shaking a hand that was 
offered to her. 

Hickox contends there’s no 
need for quarantine because 
she’s showing no symptoms. 


Legality and guidelines 


Generally, states have broad 
authority when it comes 
to such matters. But Maine 
health officials could have 
a tough time convincing a 
judge that Hickox poses a 
threat, said attorney Jackie 
L. Caynon III, who specializes 
in health law in Worcester, 
Mass. 


• Guidelines from the fed¬ 
eral Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
recommend daily mon¬ 
itoring for health-care 
workers like Hickox who 
have come into contact 
with Ebola patients. But 
some states like Maine 
are going above and 
beyond those guidelines. 


She’s also tested negative for 
the deadly disease. 

“I really hope that we can 
work things out amicably and 
continue to negotiate,” she said 
Thursday morning while riding 


on a dirt trail. 

There was no immediate 
comment from state health 
officials, who were going to 
court to detain Hickox for the 
remainder of the 21-day incuba¬ 
tion period for Ebola that ends 
on Nov. 10. 

“There’s a lot of misinforma¬ 
tion about how Ebola is trans¬ 
mitted, and I can understand 
why people are frightened. But 
their fear is not based on medic¬ 
al facts,” Norman Siegel, one of 
her attorneys, said Wednesday. 

Hickox, who treated Ebola 
patients while volunteering 
in Sierra Leone with Doctors 
Without Borders, was the first 
person forced into New Jer¬ 
sey’s mandatoiy quarantine for 
people arriving at the Newark 
airport from three West Afri¬ 
can countries. Hickox spent the 
weekend in a tent in New Jersey 
she shares with her boyfriend. 

President Barack Obama 
warned that overly restrictive 
measures imposed upon re¬ 
turning health-care workers 
could discourage them from 
volunteering in Africa.

North Korea to crack down on 
tourists over fears of Ebola virus 


North Korea announced Thurs¬ 
day it will quarantine foreign¬ 
ers entering the country for 21 
days over fears of the spread of 
the Ebola virus, even though no 
cases of the disease have been 
reported anywhere in Asia, and 
very few foreigners are allowed 
to enter. 

North Korea is always on 


guard against outside influ¬ 
ences, but now that it per¬ 
ceives the deadly disease to be 
a threat, its anxiety has reached 
a new level. It has banned tour¬ 
ists, put business groups on 
hold and is looking even more 
suspiciously than usual at every 
foreign face coming across its 
borders. 


Case in point: When a high- 
level delegation from Japan ar¬ 
rived in Pyongyang this week, 
two of the first people they 
met were dressed in full haz- 
mat gear. The steps also send 
a message to the North Korean 
people to be veiy afraid of the 
outside world and of outside in¬ 
fluences. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 



2018 World 

Cup. FIFA 
regrets video 
that shows 
Crimea part 
of Russia 

FIFA has expressed regret on 
Thursday after its video launch¬ 
ing the logo for the 2018 World 
Cup showed the disputed 
Crimean peninsula as part of 
Russia. 

The video, broadcast as 
the logo was beamed onto 
Moscow’s Bolshoi Theatre on 
Tuesday, included a map of 
host nation Russia, including 
Crimea. 

Russia annexed the Cri¬ 
mean peninsula in March to 
fierce opposition from many 
Western governments. The 
Ukrainian government still 
claims Crimea as part of its 
territoiy. 

The original video has been 
removed from FIFA’s YouTube 
channel and replaced with an 
edited version excluding the 
two-second sequence in which 
the map of Russia was shown. 

The video angered some 
Ukrainian commentators. 

Markiyan Lubkivskiy, who 
directed Ukraine’s prepara¬ 
tions to host Euro 2012 and is 
now an adviser to the head of 
the Ukrainian security services, 
called for legal action in an 
online post and suggested 
the video could aid the cause 
of pro-Russian separatists in 
Ukraine. “Lawyers, get ready,” 
he wrote. “If we don’t react 
toughly to things like this, 
then soon nothing will be left 

of US.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

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Double-double, toil and 
trouble for Tim Hortons? 



Report. Takeover by 
Burger King could 
have some scary 
consequences, such 
as massive layoffs 


Widespread layoffs and strict 
cost-cutting measures could 
befall Tim Hortons if Burger 
King’s parent company takes 
over the chain, says a study 
from the Canadian Centre for 
Policy Alternatives. 

The left-leaning think-tank 
released a scathing review of 
3G Capital’s past takeovers 
on Thursday and concluded 
that the Brazilian private 
equity firm’s track record is 
predictive of “overwhelm¬ 
ingly negative consequences 
for Canadians” and the Tim 
Hortons restaurant chain. 

“Without additional 
strong assurances from 3G 
Capital that no jobs will be 
lost ... this may not be in 
the net benefit of Canada,” 
said CCPA senior economist 
David Macdonald, who was 
involved in the preparation 
of the report. 

The policy centre said 3G 
Capital hasn’t made a suit¬ 


able case for how the merged 
company benefits Canadians 
and it’s urging the federal 
government to demand “a 
better deal” before it ap¬ 
proves the transaction. 

Included in its analysis 
is the assumption that the 


investment company, in its 
$11-billion US takeover of the 
Canadian company, would 
follow a similar playboolc to 
past takeovers. 

The report suggests 3G 
Capital’s debt financing could 
force Tim Hortons to lay off 


more than 700 employees — 
or 44 per cent of staff work¬ 
ing outside its restaurants — 
as its tries to manage the debt 
of the merged company. 

In response to the study, 
Tim Hortons spokesman 
Scott Bonilcowsky said the 


merged company intends to 
keep the Tim Hortons brand 
independent of its owner 
and maintain “traditional 
levels of community support, 
restaurant-level jobs and fran¬ 
chisee relationships.”

Movies. As Maps 
to the Stars opens, 
Metro's Richard Crouse 
takes a look at director 
David Cronenberg’s 
darkest works 


Hollywood — self-obsessed 
child that it is — enjoys turn¬ 
ing the camera on itself, 
but with Maps to the Stars, 
director David Cronenberg 
uses the city as a palette to 
paint a picture of the stupid, 
venal and stratospherically 
self-involved behaviour that 
goes on behind the scenes 
in Beverly Hills’s gated com¬ 
munities and back lots. 

At the centre of the film 
are the Weisses, a Hollywood 
family (John Cusack, Olivia 
Williams and Evan Bird) with 
more secrets than TMZ’s too- 
hot-to-handle file, Havana 
Segrand (Julianne Moore), a 
former big name actress who 
is now as messed up as she is 
washed up and Agatha (Mia 
Wasilcowslca), a burn victim 
with schizophrenia whose 
presence threatens to expose 
closely guarded secrets. 

This may be the most sun- 
dappled film Cronenberg has 
ever made, but don’t let the 
light fool you; it’s also one of 
his darkest. 

I say one of his darkest 
because the 71-year-old dir¬ 
ector has frequently visited 
what Victor Hugo called 
“night within us,” provok¬ 
ing Village Voice to call him, 
“the most audacious and 
challenging narrative direc¬ 
tor in the English-speaking 
world.” 

Spider, a trip into the 
mind of a severely men¬ 
tally disturbed man starring 
Ralph Fiennes, is a case in 
point.

film,” by critic Ken Hanlce, 
the 2002 film sees Fiennes 
deliver a virtually dialogue- 
free performance as the title 
character. But it is Miranda 
Richardson as several char¬ 
acters — all the women in 
Spider’s life — who really 
steals the show. It’s a spooky, 
cerebral thriller. 

The Brood is probably 
Cronenberg’s most trad¬ 
itional horror film. Featuring 
murderous psychoplasmic 
kids, experimental psycho¬ 
therapist Oliver Reed and 
Samantha Eggar as a fetus¬ 
licking mother, it is the veiy 
stuff that nightmares are 
made of. It’s lesser seen than 
The Fly or Dead Zone and 
way more down-and-dirty, 
but for sheer scares it’s hard 
to beat. 

A Dangerous Mind, the 
tautly told story of two 
psychoanalysts you’ve heard 
of, Dr. Carl Jung (Michael 
Fassbender) and Sigmund 
Freud (Viggo Mortensen), 
plus one you’ve probably 
never heard of, Sabina Spiel- 
rein (Keira Knightley), sees 
Cronenberg combine a love 
story and birth of modern 
analysis. 

The almost total lack of 
physical action means the 
focus is on the words. Some 
will see a film rich with dia¬ 
logue, others will see it as 
verbose. But that’s the kind 
of duality the movie ex¬ 
plores. 

Finally, in Cosmopolis, 
Cronenberg takes us along 
for an existential road trip 
through the breakdown of 
modern society. Based on 
a novel by Don DeLillo and 
starring Robert Pattinson 
as a controlling and self-de¬ 
structive billionaire money 
manager, the movie covers 
the gamut of human experi¬ 
ence, from haircuts, money 
and infidelity to asymmetric¬ 
al prostates and mortality.

Horror. Canadian 
filmmaker and FXguy 
Steven Kostanski talks 
about making scares 
when cash is scarce

Winnipeg-born, Toronto-based 
FX wizard Steven Kostanski 
(of gonzo collective ASTRON-6) 
learned about the ABC’s of film- 
making while making his be¬ 
loved, invisibly budgeted con¬ 
temporary cult classics Father’s 
Day and Manborg, outrageous¬ 
ly innovative genre send-ups 
that exemplified his maverick 
sensibility 

So it makes sense, then, 
that Kostanski’s latest bid for 
strange cinema infamy lies 
within the body of a film called 
the ABC’s of Death 2 (opening 
today in select Canadian mar¬ 
kets), the go-for-broke sequel to 
2012’s horror hit. 

In it, two-dozen-plus direc¬ 
tors (including Canada’s The 


Soslca Sisters and Vincenzo 
Natali) were given a random 
letter of the English alphabet, 
a modest chunk of money and 
allowed to let their imagina¬ 
tions run wild. Kostanski and 
his crew got ‘W’ and designed 
his segment, ‘W is for Wish’ ac¬ 
cordingly. 

“Our entry was based on an 
idea that we had already been 
developing,” says the visionary 
director. “It was sort of a play 
on the old He-Man toys and I 
had already started developing 
a toy line surrounding the con¬ 
cept. So when we got asked 
to do The ABC’s of Death, I 
thought, OK, let’s combine toys 
with the movie and have these 
kids sucked in a fantasy uni¬ 
verse and realize the toys in live 
action.” 

And that’s what happens 
in W is for Wish, the critical 
favourite of the anthology — 
a mock commercial in which 
two eager lads playing with 
their gladiator toys are warped 
into an ultra-violent hell of 
bloody battles and brutal kink. 
The segment is as ingenious as 
it is hilarious. 

“Like everything I make, 


W is for Wish started out as a 
simple idea that got consider¬ 
ably more complicated as we 
went along, and then ended 
up costing considerably more,” 
says Kostanski. 

“And of course, I had to kick 
in my own money to finish it. 
I’d say that eveiybody involved 
in The ABC’s of Death 2 are 
working professionally in film, 
and like them, I found it hard 
to meet timelines, so I was lit¬ 
erally finishing it at night while 
working doing FX on the new 
Guillermo del Toro film Crim¬ 
son Peak during the day.” 

Kostanski’s eye for design, 
unsubtle wit and ability to wear 
many hats has given him a 
reputation as an artist who can 
make a dime look like a dollar, 
and one wonders what in the 
world he’d ever do if — God for¬ 
bid — someone actually gave 
him a sizeable budget to play 
with. 

“If I ever had real money, 
I’d pay people for a change, 
I think,” says the filmmaker, 
only half joking. “But low 
budgets keep you creative; they 
keep the brain working. So I’m 
fine where I am for now.”
